2. The 56-ft x 360-ft river lock chamber will be closed to
traffic during the work period. The large 110-ft x 600-ft land
lock chamber will remain open to river traffic.

3. The iInspection of the poiree boxes on the downstream
emergency dam sill is being performed iIn preparation for the
scheduled dewatering of the small 56-ft x 360-ft lock chamber
from 17 September 2007 to 19 October 2007.

4. Navigators are requested to use caution while entering or
leaving the lock to avoid disruption to the diving activity.
